Me Whitehesd—Mr Chairman, I would 
Tike to avy a word bofura the motian ia put 
to the meetin tthe Chamber's annual 
incetings inthe Inst three yunra, 1696, 1897, 
and 1899, Tofferat 4 few remarka in oune 
hoction with tle grave injury Keing done 
to thule by the lawnicary condition af 
Hengkong, aud, at the risk of wearying 
mouler, [ fael compelled to again direct 
printed attention tu thé atate of matrera 
still prevailing and which oro extremaly 
unratiafnctory, The torrible visitation of 
the Buhouie Plagua in 1894 was attended 
with lamentable loss of life and the most 
hurtful consernences to tho general inter. 
ests of thy Coloiy. Since then there has 
beon a recrudescence of sporudic eases of 
Pingae each year wnd two somewhat exten" 
nive epidemics, one in 1896 and the other 
in 1898, The dexths froi Plague were : 
36 in 1895, 1078 in 1898, 19 in 1897, and, 
1160 in 1898, while thére were 2,485 died | 
sn 1894, Besides this grievous mortality. 
the general interests af the Colony are be-. 
ing seriously injured and the vast and 
growing shipping trade of the port suffers 
heavy loss inasmuch as Quarantine Restiic- 
tions are imposod at the present raomont 
upun vessels artiving from Hongkong at 
tha following porta :- Saigon, Singapore, 
Java, Runguon and olsewhere, ‘The urgent 
attention of Govornment has year sfter

Rubineon appointed an Insanitary 
Properties Commission, which consisted 
of Yosara Stewart Lookhart, Chater, Jack- 
soa, Ede, und myself, and the Members 
mad6 a \ personal inspection of the houses 
in the City of Victoria, They toak export 
evidenos, and“after careful and prulunged 
conaideration the Commission reported on 
Oth March 1898, Paragraph 4 of ita Re-

are many jnsnnitary fro ertion in the 
Coluny, and dwellings which, in their pre- 
seat condition, are unfit for human habitu- 
tion, “The back portions of o number of 
tho houses visited by us are dirk, ill-ven- 
tilted, eximum ly dirty. and in some eases 
mera dens of filth. ‘The intarior of the 
cubicles or sub-divistons of the living roume 
was euch that in the yrunt niajority of cages 
their-contants could ba awn only by tho 
nid of ni artifiotal light, Wo wish to oall 
purticular attention to the tabulated stato- 
ment of the Modioal Officer of Health 
(Appendir Nu, 12)in whioh ho states that 
in the Health Districts Nos. 6 and 6 out of 
a tutal of 3,095 Chinuse houses only 585 
ean be said to be in a fairly good sanitary 
condition, He further states that the 
balance 2,530 are insanitary and have been 
classed into A, B, C, D, and their varivus 
defects are shewn therein. In the other 
health districts of the Ovluny, it ap- 
years from his ovidence that a similar un- 
satisfactory state of affaira exists. The. 
Medical Officer of Health in his ¢pnuol 
Report for 1896 shows that 3,095 houses in 
the said districts represent 8,700 separate 
dwellings and embrace a population of 
about sevonth-two thousand inhabitants ;” 
and the utmost importance shuuld be at- 
tached thereto as the Report up to and in- 
eluting para, 16 was an unanimous “Re- 
port, und -as:there ix perhaps no one who 
hus had i mora extensive or had a mora 
thorough knowledge of house property in 
Hongkong than Mr Chater ; -Mr Ede had a 
long exporience and not only considered 
questiona carefully but he was noted for 
his ability and impartiulity; while Mr 
Jackson's views deservedly carry great 
weight. The Sanitary Board in Augast, 
1698, apphed to the Goverment to. have 
the Public Health Ordinance amended and
